1'rofessor John Draper daltvered a free 


lecture Friday evening iu tha chapel of tho 
New York University. Hia subject waa : 
"The Origin of Modern Scionoo." Substan- 
tially he said: There are certain ideas -which 
have become dominant in the intellectual 
world which we call sciuuee. Jfodern science 
is uot, ns generally supposed, built upon ele- 
ment-, derised from (Greece and Kouie. This 
ia n tradition without foundation.- Science 
owes more to Ah-xandria than to Athens. 
Theru Euclid, I'to'.eny, Appoltonraa, Hippar- 
cliru.v, aud Archimedea studied. The speaker, 
when a boy, was impressed by tbe faot that 
the names of atara were Arabic. One oif 
them, situated thirty-two degrees from the 
-,outh pule of tho heavens, anoVhieh did not 
>ho\v north of E»ypt or Arabia, is specially 
noticed. Tho heavens have been spreadlike 
a .scroll, opoii which man niay record Ida 
thought-. Some say tlio Arabians were more 
cummontator.s. JJu't since they classified the 
-tars they must be regarded as original dia- 
ci>vi-rcrs and philosophers. This false idea 
ai-0-.c from political animosities. It ia neces- 
sary to study all tho phases of the history 
of thought to reach its real springs. Every 
result aud action is the result of a foregone 
event or action.

There wa.-j uothiiift to shake ycueriil 
eoufideuee iu our ruilivuy.s iu the fact that 
011 some branch roads, where there was lit- 
tlo travel, serious catastrophes had happen- 
ed as the result of poverty in resources mid 
experienco. It was evident, indeed, that 
public opinion would be exerted to compel 
a reform iu the.se roads, but it -was also 
plain that these calamities caused uo sur- 
prise, and awakened no distrust of our rail- 
way system. It was known that these roads 
were uaugprous, and there was a comiuou 
belief that such thiny« could not happe?i on 
the loudiug lines which cairj the bulk of our 
enormous travel. 


But one of the "accidents" has now oc-
